The country elevator system, 
numbering now 424 houses, 
with the additional annexes can 
accommodate 23,000,000 bush¬ 
els of grain. 

Three terminals operated, tw 0 
at Vancouver and one (in con¬ 
junction with the Manitoba 
Wheat Pool) at Port Arthur, 
provide space for about 0 , 000 , 
000 bushels. The total capacity 
of the entire Alberta Pool sys¬ 
tem is thus approximately 32,- 
000,000 bushels.
